Ralph will be active both SSB/CW and was heard May 9th on 14027 kHz 
around 2200z. QSL via K1RH. 


4J1FS, MALYJ VYSOTSKIJ. The following is a press release uploaded to 
BARF-80 BBS from OH2BU: "It's the time to announce the 1992 DX-pedition 
to Malyj Vysotskij, 4J1FS. This year's DX-pedition ensures, that M-V 
Island will drop from all "Most Wanted"-lists, as the operation will 
last longer and have more stations on-the-air than ever before.The 1992 
M-V Island DX-pedition is planned to be a two-week operation to start 
on Tuesday 26th of May, 1992 and to continue until Tuesday 9th of June, 
1992. The operation is organized by club-stations OH2AQ, OH1AF and 
UZ1AWT. The callsign will be the same as in the three earlier DX-peditions 
of 1988, 1989 and 1991: 4J1FS. The operators will have the possibility to 
be on-the-air with five stations at the same time. Multiband beam and 
vertical antennas will make it easy to copy us on all bands.

A5, BHUTAN. All reports of the operation by A5/HA5BUS are isolated so 

far and most seem to come from Europe. It was reported that GOCGL worked 
A5/HA5BUS on May 5th, around 1026z on 21013 kHz. Jim Smith, VK9NS, spoke 
with the A5 authorities on May 5th and they know nothing of the A5/HA5BUS 
operation. 


FO, FRENCH POLYNESIA. Bob, FO5BI, is signing /P from Tuamotou Island 
(IOTA OC-066) for one more week. Check for him on 15 and 20 meters for 
CW ( about 10 to 20 kHz from band edge). QSL via FD6HSI/F6HSI. 


HH, HAITI. Pat, HH2PK, has been active on 12, 17 and 30 meters. Check 
10103 kHz around 1045z, 18150 kHz between 1330 to 1830z and 24950 kHz 
around 1130z. Pat suggests sending QSLs via registered mail. HH7PV has 
been active on the 21345 net around 1900z. HH7PV has a new U.S. QSL

All 1991 contacts 
still go via VE3CDX. 


XU, KAMPUCHEA. It was reported that stations in Europe were trying to 
work a station signing XU7VK. Supposedly, this station is running a 1KW 
linear and a 14 element log periodic. But if you remember back in March, 
XU8DX, went off the air after the Cambodian PTT confiscated all her 
equipment. So the legitimacy of XU7VK may be in doubt. WFWL!
